Procedure At

Sheriff E. W. Biscailuz fo-
day  announced ,he permanent
adoption, of the "Ident-a-Band”
as a means of “on prisoner”
identification for ‘ inmates of
the Los Angeles County. Jail.
The' Ident-a-Band ' is a trans-
parent piece of tabular. plas-
tic one half inch wide and
ten inches long with the ten-
sile strength of steel. The in-
mate’s niame and booking num-
ber are typed on a small
waterproof . card which is in-
serted into the band and. then
fastetned around the wrist.

“Every day 1700 of our
5,000 prisoners leave or en-
ter our custody and the meth-
od of maintaining positive
identification has been' a tre-
mendous problem.” Biscailuz
